Here are somn of the resolutions 


that will be strongly advocated: 


"That we hereby make It Imperative 


upon all organizations affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor to 
hare their members study tho 'eco- 
nomic conditions and to do everything 
In their power for the enllghteriment 
and Intellectual advancement of thu 
proletariat." 


Nationalization of Trusts. 


"That tho twenty-fourth.convention 


of the American Federation of Labor 
go on record as favoring the nationali- 
zation of,tho trusts for tho bcnoflt of 
all the people, and call upon all trades 
unions In the country to'use their best 
efforts nnd especially the- power of 
their ballots tor that purpose." 


"Tliat the Incoming executive coun- 


cil of the American Federation of 
Labor be Instructed to use Us heftf 
efforts to Induce congress to pass a 
bill which will secure to every wago 
worker in the United States who has 
earned no more than $1,000 avcrago 
wages per year a pension of not less 
than $12 per month at the age of fin 
years, and thereafter for the rest o!

These resolutions do not all como 


from tho same source, but each of 
them has advocates and all will be 
fought for. 


Tho actual work ofFrlday's session 


of tho convention was practically con- 
fined to discussion of the Fall niver, 
Mass., textile workers* trouble. It 
was finally voted* to levy an assess- 
ment of 1 cent a week on each mem- 
ber for three weeks. The vote on 
this question was unanimous nnd 
brought a'noisy demonstration of ap- 
proval, many of the delegates getting 
up In their chairs and cheering and 
offering money and checks from their 
organization. Delegate Kcefo of Chi- 
cago handed over a check for Jl.iiOO 
on behalf of the longshoremen, dock 
*nd marine workers of his city.

LIFE ON THE CROWDED ISLAND 


OF BARBADOES. 


Overpopulation Makes Living Hard, 


but Darkles Are Happy and Seem- 
ingly 
Free 
From 
Care—Furnish 


' Amusement for the Tourist. 


.(Special Correspondence.) 


The Hull! W.vst India Island of Bar- 


badocs Is I lie most thickly populated 
country In Xlie -world, with tho single 
exception of Cfci-ui. 
-In' ICG square 


miles there arc about £00,000 Inhabi- 
tants. 
The greate.it length of tho 


Island Is twenty-one miles, and the 
greatest width only fourteen miles. It 
keeps the large population scratching 
lively to earn a living. laborers can 
bo employed fo'r 25 cents a day. Men 
and boys- even dive In the harbor for 
coal that lias fallen overboard from 
the targes, bringing It up by tho ham!- 
fill- After hours of work one of these 
divers will accumulate quite a pile of 
coal, of which he pets half for his la- 
bor, tho other half reverting to tho 
coal company. 


Living must be very cheap where 


•wages are so low. The poor people 
of Barbadocs subsist principally on 
sugar cane, sweet potatoes and Hying 
fish. 
The average pickaninny can 


get along very -well on sugar cane, 
•while flying fish at C cents a dozen 
makes a good diet for the grown-ups. 
Catching flying fish Is an interesting 
industry, which gives employment to 
many men and boys. The sailboats 
go' out to sea for a distance of ten or 
twelve miles. Tha nets are attached 
to round hoops, and the 
fish 
are 


scooped up in great numbers. 


Tho sugar Industry of Bnrlmdocs Is 


far behind the times. In Bridgetown 
there Is an old Dutch windmill which 
has been furnishing tho power for 
grinding cane since tho year 1729. Ne- 
groes still pull the hogsheads of mo- 
lasses through tho streets of tho cap- 
ital as they did in the days of slavery. 
One planter excused the retention of 
these two old practices by saying that 
men were cheaper than horses, and 
that the windmill was serviceable be- 
cause there was always sufficient wind 
to keep it In motion. 


Tho trade of Harhadoes ts.gradually 


falling Into tho hands of the Ameri- 
cans. -Last year the merchants of- tho 
Island bought about as much goods 
from tho United States as they did 
from England. This year they will 
probably buy more. It Is a gond mar- 
. kot for our food stuffs, hardware, ma- 
chinery, dry goods and shoes. Tho 
people of the Island have been more 
loyal to England In purchasing goods 
than the other British possessions In 
tho West Indies, because It has been 
the distributing station of the Royal 
Mail Steamship company. 


In most of the Islands of the West 


Indies the negroes are shiftless and 
lazy, but It Is claimed that the Inhab- 
itants of Barbadocs arc Industrious 
and will do anything they can get to 
t\o. Times arc so bad that many of 
thorn would leave If they could get 
away, but few have enough money to 
mako a start. Every little while a del- 
egation comes around 
to sec 
tho 


American consul to Inquire about tho 
rules for the admission of Immigrants 
to the United States. They nearly all 
have an exaggerated Idea of what they 
could do in America. The American 
tourist has been so lavish with his 
money that when one comes along 
the natives trail after him like they 
expected gold to run out of every 
pocket in his clothes. 


A swarm of ulacl.s hang around tho 


wharf at Bridgetown, and the travel 
pr when he lands has the proffer of 
cervices from dozens of them. A black 
girl will want to know If yon need a 
hired girl at home; another will offer 
to sell you n pig for 54; another will 
ask'lf you have any washing you want 
•lone; still another will volunteer to 
lot you take her photograph for n shlll 
ing. 
Tito men will try to sell you 


everything, .from stcamnr chairs and 
beads to fish and sweet potatoes.'

America, France and Germany Are to 


Profit by the Execution of Program 


Now Being Framod. 


St. Petersburg, Nov. 19.—America 


Is likely to profit, both directly and In- 
directly, from* tho execution of tho 
large naval program which Russia Is 
now elaborating. 


The vital Importance of sea power 


Ims been Russia's bitterest lesson of 
tho war, and tlio government Is fully 
determined that tho maintenance of 
tlio empire's poslMon In future as n 
first class power will- be Impossible 
without an adequate navy. 


If tho losses tho Pacific fleet has 


already sustained should bo followed 
by disaster to Vlco Admiral Rojest- 
vensky'a squadron It will bo necessary 
not only to rebuild the whole navy but 
to Increase Its, strength. 


Tho Immensity of the task seems to 


bo fully appreciated. 
While sotno ot 


tho contracts will be placed abroad, 
owing to the limited facilities of Rus- 
sian yards' (and It Is expected that 
at least one big ship will be construct- 
ed In America), tho admiralty's plun

plate, ordnance, and kindred Indus- 
tries. For this purpose It Is realized, 
however, that foreign 
builders and 


specialists must be attracted,

some alluring prospects are likely to 
present themselves.
